Dear Sir: 


Your ietter of August 14th, tevether with 
the six bronze Coins has been duly received. Although 
these pieces have- little or no commercial or intrinsic 
value, that is far from being the case with their his- 
tericel interest. They seem te be bronze coins, one 
of which is certainly a Barcelona piece dated 1648. 
They have, however, been reetruck (overstruck) with an- 
other die,of which the date 7¢ 1709 can be clearly dis- 
cerned om several of the pieces. If these coins were 
in a Gonteinsy of seme\eért, whether earthanware or 
etherwise, it would indicate that they were probably 
part of a hoard buried some time after 1709, te judge - 
from the pieces you sent mee Can you learn when the 
Convent, from the foundations cf which the coins came, 
was erected? , 


These overatruck designs are interesting to 
us; and because the coins have no scommercial vaiue, I 
wonder whether it would be possible for you to secure 
the entire lot either for our Museum here, or so that 
we might study them from the point of view of. their 
historical significance, and return them to you later. 
Something, of course, would depend on the number found 
and upon the circumstances surrounding the deposit.
